CANADIAN  NATIONAL  EGG-LAYING  CONTEST 

1922-23  and  1923-24 


GENERAL 

The  Purpose  of  the  Laying  Contest 

The  purpose  of  the  Canadian  National  Egg-Laying  Contest  may  be  said 
to  be  threefold.  (1)  To  stimulate  interest  in  the  breeding  of  birds  for  egg 
production.  (2)  To  provide  a  medium  for  registration.  (3)  To  secure  data 
of  an  investigational  nature. 

The  first  purpose — to  stimulate  interest  in  the  breeding  of  birds  for  egg 
production — was  the  primary  motive  and  in  this  regard  laying  contests  have 
been  remarkably  successful.  Much  valuable  data  have  been  secured  by  these 
laying  contests,  and  when  properly  worked  out  should  be  of  great  value  to  the 
poultry  industry. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  contests,  however,  is  to  provide  a  medium  for 
registration  of  poultry.  In  this  regard  Canada  is  unique,  being  the  only  country 
where  egg-laying  contests  are  so  standardized  that  they  are  all  controlled  by 
a  central  executive  body  and  operated  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations. 

CONTEST   DEVELOPMENT 

"The  Canadian  National  Egg-Laying  Contest"  started  November  1,  1919, 
with  six  provincial  contests,  and  the  Canadian  Contest  at  Ottawa.  The  following 
year  three  additional  provincial  contests  were  started  making  ten  contests 
in  all. 

In  1921  the  Quebec  Contest  was  divided  into  two  parts  to  be  known  as 
the  "Quebec  Western"  at  Lennoxville,  and  the  "Quebec  Eastern"  at  Ste.  Anne 
de  la  Pocatiere.  These  two  contests  together  with  those  held  the  previous 
year  were  conducted  in  1921-22  and  again  the  following  year. 

On  November  1,  1913,  an  additional  contest  was  started  at  Sidney,  B.C., 
known  as  the  Vancouver  Island  Egg-Laying  Contest,  making  twelve  contests 
for  the  year  1923-24. 

HOUSES   AND   YARDS 

Two  different  types  of  houses  are  being  used  for  laying-contest  work. 
Most  of  the  birds  are  housed  in  colony  houses  while  the  contests  in  Quebec 
and  British  Columbia  are  housed  in  continuous  houses.  The  continuous  house 
is  more  economical  from  the  labour  standpoint  and  saves  expense  in  construction. 

Yards  are  provided  for  some  of  the  contest  birds  while  other  are  confined 
to  the  pen  throughout  the  entire  year. 

Both  systems  have  their  advantages  from  the  standpoint  of  egg  production, 
but  since  the  contests  are  developing  into  a  breeding  proposition,  yards  will 
eventually  be  provided  for  all  contest  birds. 

CHANGING   THE    CONTESTS 

The  fifty-two-week  contests  leave  little  time  to  send  out  the  birds  at  the 
close  of  the  contest-year  and  put  the  new  birds  into  the  laying  pens.  In  order 
to  assist  in  the  change-over,  the  practice  of  sending  home  any  birds  which 
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have  stopped  laying  during  the  last  weeks  of  the  contest,  was  considered  advis- 
able. This  practice  proves  of  great  assistance  to  those  in  charge  of  the  work 
and  in  no  way  interferes  with  production.  When  these  houses  have  been  emptied 
of  birds  they  are  then  cleaned  and  disinfected  and  prepared  for  the  incoming 
birds.  The  ideal  system  would  be  to  have  double  housing  accommodation, 
when  the  incoming  contest  birds  could  be  housed  without  inferfering  with  the 
birds  which  are  finishing  their  contest-year. 

CONTEST    EGG-WEIGHTS 

Careful  weighings  are  kept  of  the  eggs  laid  by  each  bird  throughout  the 
contest. 

The  practice  which  is  adopted  is  to  weigh  every  egg  at  the  commencement 
of  the  contest,  the  weight  being  recorded  on  the  egg  report  for  future  reference. 
Only  eggs  averaging  20  ounces  or  over  to  the  dozen  are  counted. 

As  the  egg  yield  increases  and  eggs  begin  to  run  normal  in  size,  weighings 
are  taken  once  weekly,  and  always  on  the  same  day  each  week.  All  eggs  are 
weighed  the  day  after  being  laid  and  are  therefore  in  the  same  degree  of  freshness 
making  weighings  as  uriform  as  possible. 

REGISTRATION 

Registration  certificates  are  issued  to  ail  birds  which  qualify  for  them. 
This  is  a  new  section  in  poultry  breeding  work  and  has  been  made  possible 
by  using  the  -egg-laying  contests  as  the  medium  for  registration.  No  other 
country  has  a  national  system  of  registering  poultry  and  no  bird  can  be  regis- 
tered in  Canada  except  through  the  egg-laying  contests.  The  Canadian  National 
Live  Stock  Records  Office,  Ottawa,  issue  all  registration  certificates,  thus  placing 
the  registration  of  poultry  on  an  equal  plane  with  live  stock.

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS 

The  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  fourth  and  fifth  Canadian  National 
Egg-Laying  Contest  are  very  similar  to  those  previously  in  force  and  a  copy 


of  those  used  in  the  fifth  year,  1923-24,  is  given  in  detail.     Changes  worthy  of 
mention  are: — 

1.  The  addition  of  the  Vancouver  Island  Egg-Laying  Contest  in  November 

1923. 

2.  The  privilege  of  transferring  entries  from  one  province  to  another  should 

space  be  available. 

3.  The  payment  of  registration  fees  for  all  birds  which  qualify  for  such

The  Dominion  Experimental  Farms  will  conduct  a  fith  series  of  egg-laying  contests  be- 
ginning November  1,  1923,  to  continue  for  52  consecutive  weeks.  The  names  and  locations

Note. — The  "Canadian"  is  open,      The  "Provincial"  is  open  to  entries  from  within  the 
province  in  which  it  is  held.     In  the  event,  however,  of  there  being  room  in  any  contest,  entries 
from  other  provinces  may  be  accepted  if  approved  by  the  Dominion  Poultry  Husbandman. 
Space  being  limited,  any  entry  may  be  refused. 

Fees. — The  entry  fee  for  each  pen  in  the  Canadian  Egg-Laying  Contest  at  Ottawa  is  $15.00 
and  for  each  pen  in  all  provincial  contests  $5.^  This  covers  registration  and  membership  fee  in 
the  Canadian  National  Poultry  Record  Association.  One-fifth  the  entry  fee  shall  accompany 
the  application,  which  must  be  received  before  August  15,  the  balance  to  be  paid  upon  notifi- 
cation of  acceptance  of  the  entry  on  or  before  September  30.  In  the  event  of  the  entry  not 
being  accepted,  the  first  payment  will  be  refunded. 

If  the  balance  of  the  entry  fee  is  not  received  on  or  before  October  10  the  application  may 
be  cancelled  and  the  first  payment  forfeited.  Failure  to  forward  the  pen  when  instructed  will 
automatically  cancel  the  entry  and  all  fees  paid  will  be  forfeited.  Cheques  or  money  orders  shall 
be  made  payable  at  par  in  Ottawa,  and  made  out  to  the  "Accountant  for  Egg-Laying  Contests.^ 

Entries. — Entry  forms,  Rules  and  Regulations  will  be  supplied  upon  application  to  the 
Dominion  Poultry  Husbandman,  Central  Experimental  Farm,  Ottawa,  or  to  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Experimental  Farm  upon  which  the  contest  is  to  be  conducted.  (See  names  of  contests 
above).  Entries  must  be  made  direct  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Farm  upon  which  the  contest 
is  held,  except  entries  in  the  contest  at  Ottawa,  which  should  be  sent  to  the  Dominion  Poultry 
Husbandman,  together  with  the  first  payment  before  August  15. 

Government  Institutions. — No  fee  will  be  charged  for  entries  from  Departments  or  Institutions 
receiving  Government  aid,  but  all  fees  pertaining  to  registration  must  be  paid  by  said  institutions. 


CANADIAN   NATIONAL  EGG-LAYING  CONTESTS   1923-24 
(REGISTRATION ) 

Dominion  Experimental  Farms 
RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

1.  Number. — Each  entry  or  pen  shall  consist  of  ten  birds  of  a  standard  variety;  each  bird 
must  be  typical  of  the  breed  and  free  from  standard  disqualifications  as  laid  down  in  the  Standard 
of  Perfection. 

2.  Substitution. — Each  contestant  will  be  allowed  to  keep  his  pen  of  10  birds  up  to  full 
strength  throughout  the  year.  In  the  Canadian  Contest  two  reserves,  intended  as  substitutes, 
must  accompany  the  original  birds  and  will  be  housed  with  them  in  the  pen.  The  10  birds 
for  the  original  pen  must  be  specified  before  the  contest  begins.  Further  substitution  will  be 
allowed  as  deaths  occur.  In  the  provincial  contests  substitutes  will  be  accepted  when  deaths 
occur. 

3.  Acceptance  of  Entries. — The  accommodation  being  limited  any  entry  may  be  refused, 
and  preference  will  be  given  to  the  following,  but  not  necessarily  in  the  order  named. 

1.  To  breeders  who  have  had  their  flocks  entered  in  Record  of  Performance. 

2.  To  breeders  who  enter  birds  bred  by  themselves. 

3.  The  Inspector's  report  of  the  flock. 

4.  The  time  of  application. 

4.  Inspection. — Pens  for  which  applications  have  been  received  are  subject  to  inspection 
between  August  15  and  September  30,  and  those  that  prove  to  be  amongst  diseased  flocks  or 
kept  under  unsanitary  conditions  will  be  rejected.  Those  that  do  not  promise  to  mature  satis- 
factorily, or  those  that  may  mature  too  early  may  be  rejected. 


5.  Declaration  of  Health. — Each  entry  of  a  pen  and  each  additional  entry  of  a  female  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  declaration  stating  that  the  bird  or  birds  come  from  a  flock  that  has  not 
been  affected  with  chicken-pox  or  tuberculosis  for  at  least  three  months  previously. 

6.  Banding. — The  birds  should  be  leg-banded  by  the  owner  with  his  own  bands  before 
shipment,  but  will  be  rebanded  with  sealed  "Contest  bands"  upon  arrival  al  the  contest,  and  his 
original  bands  removed.  The  contest  numbers  corresponding  to  the  owner's  numbers  will  be 
supplied  him. 

7.  Delivery. — The  birds  must  be  delivered  al  the  contest  when  notified,  express  prepaid. 
This  will  be  from  the  15  to  the  end  of  October.  Address  the  shipping  crate  plainly  with  the 
address  of  the  contest  as  given  in  the  announcement  and  on  each  crate  put  your  own  address, 
which  must  be  the  same  as  the  address  under  which  the  application  was  made.

8.  Rejection. — The  right  is  reserved  to  refuse  any  entries,  to  reject  and  return  to  the  owner 
those  which  are  in  any  way  unsuitable  for  the  contest,  to  destroy  birds  suffering  from  contagious 
or  infectious  diseases,  to  clip  the  wings  of  any  bird  that  may  be  troublesome,  to  reject  all  birds 
that  show  impurity  of  breeding  or  standard  disqualifications,  and  to  return  to  the  owner  pens 
from  which  eggs  have  not  been  received  by  December  15. 

9.  Withdrawal  of  Pens. — Entries  are  accepted  with  the  understanding  that  the  pens  are  to 
complete  the  entire  52  weeks.  This  is  very  necessary  so  that  comparisons  and  records  of  each 
breed  and  breeder's  work  may  be  complete.  The  right  is  reserved  to  return  pens  to  their  owners 
when  occasion  arise. 

10.  Feeding  and  Housing. — While  in  the  contest  the  birds  will  receive  the  best  of  focd  and 
care,  and  the  system  of  feeding  will  be  mixed  grain  in  litter  morning  and  evening,  and  dry  mash 
in  a  hopper  before  them  all  the  time.  Green  feed,  grit,  shell  and  beef  scrap  or  green  bone  will 
also  be  supplied.     They  will  be  kept  in  houses  having  glass  and  cotton  fronts. 

11.  Eggs  Counted. — The  contest  shall  be  decided  by  the  total  number  of  marketable  eggs 
laid  by  each  pen.  Exceedingly  badly  shaped  eggs,  soft-shelled  eggs  or  eggs  weighing  less  than 
20  ounces  to  the  dozen  will  not  be  given  ofhcial  credit. 

12.  Disposal  of  Eggs. — All  eggs  laid  during  the  contest  become  the  property  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  and  will  be  sold  at  market  prices. 
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13.  Reports. — A  report  of  the  trap-nest  weekly  record  of  each  bird,  and  a  weekly  and  total 
record  of  each  pen,  will  be  issued  at  the  close  of  each  week.  Copies  of  this  report  together  with 
a  six  months'  summary  will  be  sent  to  each  contestant,  and  to  all  papers  that  desire  to  publish 
them. 

14.  The  Return  of  Birds. — If  no  notification  as  to  the  return  of  the  birds  has  been  received 
by  October  1,  the  birds  at  the  completion  of  the  contest  will  be  sent  by  express  collect,  to  the 
owner's  address  from  which  the  shipment  was  made.  Should  any  of  the  pens  not  be  laying 
towards  the  close  of  the  contest,  and  appear  not  likely  to  lay  before  the  end,  they  will  be  returned 
earlier,  so  as  to  make  room  for  birds  entering  for  the  next  contest. 

15.  Sale  or  Transfer. — No  recognition  will  be  made  of  any  sale  or  transfer  of  birds  during 
the  contest. 

16.  Responsibility. — While  every  protection  will  be  taken,  all  contest  birds  are  at  owner's 
risk. 

17.  Final  Decision. — In  all  cases,  the  decision  of  the  Dominion  Poultry  Husbandman  shall 
be  final. 

Registration 

All  birds  in  the  contest  no1  otherwise  disqualified  whose  eggs  average  24  ounces  to  the  dozen 
after  the  first  four  weeks  laying,  and  that  in  the  contest-year  lay  200  eggs  or  over  will  be  registered 
in  the  Canadian  National  Poultry  Record  Association  free  of  charge  to  the  owner,  and  each 
contestant  will,  on  entering  his  birds  in  a  contest,  automatically  become  a  member  of  the  Canadian 
National  Poultry  Record  Association. 

All  registered  birds  will  be  marked  with  registration  identification  marks  before  leaving 
the  contest  where  qualified. 

Application  forms  for  the  registration  of  birds  will  be  forwarded  to  all  contestants  by  the 
Dominion  Poultry  Husbandman,  Experimental  Farm,  Ottawa.  Forms  must  be  properly  filled 
in  and  sworn  to  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and  immediately  returned  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Contest,  who  will  return  them  to  the  Dominion  Poultry  Husbandman  when 
the  birds  have  qualified.     Forms  for  birds  which  have  failed  to  qualify  will  be  destroyed. 


PART  I. 

FOURTH  ANNUAL  CANADIAN  NATIONAL  EGG-LAYING  CONTEST 

1922-23 

A  series  of  egg-laying  contests  was  conducted  by  the  Experimental  Farms' 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  starting  November  1,  1922,  and 
ending  October  30,  1923.  A  laying  contest  was  conducted  in  each  province 
in  Canada,  and  the  Canadian  Contest  was  held  at  the  Experimental  Farm, 
Ottawa.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pens  entered  over  the  previous 
year,  and  the  total  aggregate  of  birds  entered  for  these  contests  was  3,000.

VARIETY   AVERAGES 

In  reading  the  table  giving  average  production  by  varieties  for  all  contests 
it  can  be  seen,  quite  readily,  which  varieties  are  the  most  popular.  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks  lead  the  way,  closely  followed  by  White  Leghorns.  These 
two  varieties  make  up  over  two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of  birds  entered. 
White  Wyandottes  are  third  in  order  and  next  we  find  S.C.  Rhode  Island  Reds. 
Anconas  and  White  Plymouth  Rocks  have  seven  pens  each.  As  we  continue 
down  the  list  the  falling  off  is  gradual  until  single  entries  appear,  and  it  would 
be  misleading  to  compare  the  production  of  one  single  entry  with  such  entries 
as  are  found  in  the  first  four  places. 

The  White  Leghorns  lead  in  average  production  with  167-9  eggs  per  bird 
and  next  in  order  we  find  the  single  pen  of  Andalusians  with  165-5  eggs,  and 
in  third  place  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  with  164-1  eggs  each,  whiie  the 
White  Wyandottes  are  fourth  with  158-2  eggs  for  each  bird.  It  is  quite  safe 
to  conclude  that  the  three  most  popular  varieties  are  the  leaders  in  average 
production. 

Of  the  three  varieties,  Barred  Pymouth  Rocks,  White  Leghorns,  and 
White  Wyandottes,  the  Leghorns  lead  with  lowest  production  cost  per  dozen 
(for  feed  only),  producing  eggs  at  13-2  cents;  the  White  Wyandottes  are  second 
with  15-1  cents;  and  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  third  with  15-6  cents  per 
dozen. 

The  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  lead  in  popularity  in  six  provinces,  while 
White  Leghorns  lead  in  Ontario  and  British  Columbia.

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PRODUCTION  COSTS  FOR  EACH  CONTEST 


From  the  table  giving  production  costs  for  each  contest,  comparision 
can  be  made  as  to  amounts  of  the  various  feeds  used.  Comparisons  can  also 
be  made  as  to  the  total  cost  of  feed  for  each  contest.  As  all  eggs  were  sold 
at  market  prices,  comparisons  can  be  made  of  revenue  from  sale  of  eggs  with 
profit  per  pen,  also  the  amount  each  dozen  eggs  cost  for  f eeas  used,  in  the  various 
contests.  By  comparing  the  provincial  contests  one  with  another,  the  lowest 
production  costs  were  obtained  in  Alberta,  with  Manitoba  second,  and  Ontario 
third.  With  the  comparative  low  egg  yield  in  Saskatchewan,  the  cost  per 
dozen  was  extremely  low.  Production  costs  there  were  only  one-half  cent  per 
dozen  more  than  that  obtained  in  Ontario,  yet  the  egg  yield  in  the  Ontario 
Contest  was  over  400  eggs  per  pen  greater  than  in  the  Saskatchewan.  The 
low  cost  of  production  in  the  Saskatchewan  Contest  is  of  course  due,  not  to 
high  production,  but  rather  to  the  low  cost  of  feeds  used. 

The  production  costs  for  all  contests  in  1922-23  was  15-6  cents  per  dozen 
which  was  2-4  cents  lower  than  that  obtained  the  previous  year.

MORTALITY 

Two  causes  were  responsible  for  most  of  the  deaths.  These  were  first, 
colds,  which  later  developed  into  roup,  and  second,  reproductive  system  dis- 
orders. Roup  in  its  various  forms  being  very  difficult  to  control  and  even 
more  difficult  to  exterminate,  very  often  affects  the  entire  pen  when  it  once 
enters,  and  even  though  some  birds  have  considerable  resisting  powers  and 
appear  to  become  only  slightly  affected  and  able  to  throw  off  the  disease,  others 
either  succumb  or  become  so  weakened  as  to  very  materially  decrease  the 
egg  yield.  The  heavy  mortality  in  the  Canadian,  the  Nova  Scotia,  and  the 
Quebec  Eastern  Contests,  as  shown  above,  was  due  very  largely  to  roup.  The 
disease  made  its  entrance  early  in  the  winter  and  took  a  heavy  toll  before  it 
was  put  under  control. 

Disorders  of  the  reproductive  system  are  numerous  and  almost  impossible 
to  control,  probably  because  they  usually  affect  the  high-producing  birds. 
Many  deaths  of  contest  birds  were  the  result  of  heavy  feeding  and  high  egg 
production.  While  colds  which  later  develop  into  roup,  canker,  etc.,  are  the 
result  of  infection,  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  birds  in  heavy  production  are 
more  prone  to  infection,  because  of  the  heavy  strain  on  the  system,  than  birds 
in  ordinary  or  low  production. 

Digestive  disorders  such  as  enlarged  crop,  impaction  of  the  gizzard  and 
enlarged  or  fatty  degeneration  of  the  liver,  were  responsible  for  a  number  of 
deaths,  but  relatively  speaking  the  toll  taken  by  such  disorders  was  small.

1923-24 

Another  series  of  egg-laying  contests  was  conducted  by  the  Experimental 
Farms'  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  starting  November  1,  1923, 
and  ending  October  29,  1924.  A  laying  contest  was  conducted  in  each  province 
in  Canada,  and  the  Canadian  Contest  was  held  at  the  Central  Farm,  Ottawa. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pens  entered  over  the  previous  year, 
and  the  total  aggregate  of  birds  entered  for  these  contests  was  3,600.  The

As  has  been  the  case  in  all  previous  contests  conducted  by  the  Experimental 
Farms  Branch,  two  varieties  are  outstanding  as  regards  numbers  of  birds  entered. 
White  Leghorns  and  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  make  up  over  70  per  cent  of  the 
total  entry  in  1923-24.  The  White  Leghorns  lead  with  70  birds  more  than  the 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks,  which  are  second.  White  Wyandottes  are  third  and 
Single  Comb  Rhode  Island  Reds  are  fourth  in  order.  All  these  four  varieties 
show  an  increase  in  number  of  entries  over  the  previous  year's  contest.  In 
fifth  place  we  have  Anconas  with  seven  pens,  being  the  same  number  as  was 
entered  the  previous  year,  while  in  sixth  place  the  White  Plymouth  Rocks 
with  five  pens  are  two  entries  less  than  in  1922-23.  The  other  varieties  included 
in  the  list  have  single  entries,  except  S.C.  Brown  Leghorns  which  has  two  pens.

Any  attempt  to  compare  these  single  entries,  in  average  production  or  cost 
per  dozen,  with  larger  entries,  such  as  the  first  six  varieties  mentioned,  would 
be  not  only  unfair,  but  quite  misleading. 

White  Leghorns  lead  in  average  production  with  182-6  eggs  per  bird,  a 
remarkable  score  when  the  number  of  birds  is  considered.  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks  are  next  in  order  with  167-2  eggs,  and  in  third  place  the  Anconas  have 
163-0  eggs  each.  In  fourth  place  the  White  Wyandottes  have  a  good  score 
of  160-4  eggs. 

The  Single-Comb  Anconas  were  the  most  economical  producers,  the  cost 
per  dozen  eggs  (for  feed  only)  being  12-9  cents.  They  were  closely  followed 
by  Singie-Comb  White  Leghorns  with  13-4  cents  per  dozen,  with  the  White 
Wyandottes  third  and  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  fourth  in  order. 

The  average  production  in  a  number  of  the  contests  was  remarkable  and 
in  many  cases  surpasses  all  previous  records.     In  tnis  regard  the  British  Columbia 
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Contest  leads  the  way  wUh  206-7  eggs  per  bird  for  the  360  birds.  Vancouver 
Island  Laying  Contest  stands  second  with  a  good  average  score  of  199-8  eggs, 
while  Alberta  has  an  average  of  178-2  eggs  per  bird.  Fourth  place  goes  to  the 
Maritime  Provinces,  the  Nova  Scotia  Contest  securing  the  honour  with  an 
average  of  176-2  eggs  per  bird.  A  careful  study  of  the  figures  in  the  foregoing 
tables  shows  quite  clearly  that  high  average  egg  production  is  quite  possible 
in  every  province  »n  Canada. 

The  Single-Comb  White  Leghorns  in  the  British  Columbia  Contest,  of 
which  there  were  240  birds,  laid  210-3  eggs  each,  and  the  same  variety,  with 
200  birds,  laid  an  average  of  207 . 9  eggs  in  the  Vancouver  Island  Laying  Contest. 
Considering  that  there  were  44  Leghorn  pens  in  these  two  contests  the  score 
in  eggs  laid  can  be  taken  as  fairly  representative  for  the  province  of  British 
Columbia.  Four  pens  of  White  Wyandottes  in  the  British  Columbia  Contest 
made  the  highest  score  for  the  year,  their  record  being  213-9  eggs  per  bird 
for  40  birds.

PRODUCTION    COSTS 

The  table  giving  production  costs  for  each  contest  g;ves  the  amounts  of 
each  feed  used,  together  with  the  cost  and  number  of  eggs  laid  per  pen  of  ten 
birds.  Comparisons  can  be  made  of  the  relative  amount  of  mash  to  grain  used 
in  the  feeding  ration  in  each  contest  for  the  year.  The  cost  of  producing  eggs 
in  the  various  contests  is  also  made  quite  clear. 

Comparing  the  figures  m  this  table  with  those  of  the  previous  year  we 
find  that  less  scratch  grain  and  less  mash  were  used  in  the  1923-24  year.  The 
birds  also  consumed  four  and  one-half  pounds  less  beef  scrap  in  1923-24  than 
in  the  previous  year.  Naturally  the  total  cost  was  less,  but,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  average  production  was  increased  by  5-3  eggs  per  bird  during  1923-24. 
In  keeping  with  the  decreased  total  cost  of  feed  and  increased  production, 
the  cost  per  dozen  was  decreased,  and  in  1923-24  eggs  were  produced  for  14-4 
cents  per  dozen.  This  figure  covers  cost  of  feed  only  and  is  the  lowest  figure 
at  which  eggs  were  produced  during  the  five  years  in  which  the  laying  contests 
have  been  in  operation. 

PRIZES 

To  replace  the  money  prizes  which  have  been  awarded  in  previous  egg- 
laying  contests,  ribbons  suitably  printed  were  presented  to  successful  con- 
testants. In  the  table  following  is  given  the  list  of  winners,  giving  reason  for 
award,  award,  breeder's  name,  address,  and  breed  represented.

The  table  shows  the  death  rate  for  the  contest  year  ending  October  30, 
1924.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  death  rate  is  3-4  per  cent  higher 
in  1923-24.  The  mortality  amongst  the  birds  was  highest  in  the  two  contests 
at  Ottawa,  and  a  heavy  toll  was  taken  during  the  spring  months  from  roup. 
The  greatest  increase  in  percentage  of  mortality  was  in  the  Ontario  Contest 
and  although  the  death  rate  was  low  in  this  contest  until  spring,  it  increased 
very  rapidly  from  March  onward. 

Two  causes  were  responsible  for  most  of  the  deaths,  during  the  contest 
year.  These  were  first,  roup  and  its  kindred  diseases  such  as  canker,  diphtheria 
and  chicken  pox,  and  second,  reproductive  system  disorders.  These  latter 
ailments  seems  to  be  becoming  more  prevalent  as  egg  production  increases, 
and  from  year  to  year  the  mortality  rate  is  higher.  Two  forms,  both  very 
analogous  in  origin,  take  a  high  death  rate,  and  when  they  appear  it  is  usually 
in  a  high-producing  bird.  The  two  conditions  are,  first,  intra-abdominal 
ovulation,  and  second  prolapsus. 
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FIVE   YEARS'   SUMMARY 

In  presenting  the  summary  of  results  for  five  years  in  the  Canadian  National 
Egg-Laying  Contests  we  believe  we  have  much  valuable  information  for  the 
farmers  and  poultry  men  of  Canada.  Three  things  are  clearly  demonstrated 
and  quite  conclusive.  These  are,  first,  the  total  cost  of  feeding  a  pen  of  ten 
birds  has  stead'ly  decreased  each  year  since  1919-20;  second,  the  average  pro- 
duction has  increased  steadily  during  the  five  years,  and  third,  the  cost  per 
dozen  has  steadily  decreased  during  the  same  period. 

The  cost  of  feed  for  one  pen  for  ten  birds  was  $33.12  in  1919-20,  but  by 
1923-24  the  cost  had  decreased  to  $20.81.  The  cost  of  grain  of  all  kinds  has 
decreased  slightly  during  the  above  period,  which  accounts  for  the  decrease 
in  total  cost.  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  feature  in  all  the  contest  work 
during  the  five  years  is  the  steady,  but  gradual,  increase  in  egg  production. 
During  this  period  the  average  production  has  increased  from  122-5  eggs  per 
bird  in  1919-20  to  169-6  eggs  in  1923-24.  The  difference  between  the  figures 
given  for  these  two  years  is  47  •  1  eggs  which,  at  40  cents  per  dozen,  would  bring 
nearly  $1.60  per  bird. 

The  number  of  birds  in  the  laying  contests  has  steadily  increased  each 
year  since  the  work  started.  During  the  1919-20  contest  there  were  1,610 
birds,  in  1920-21  the  number  had  increased  to  2,480,  in  1921-22  the  number 
was  again  increased  to  2,590  birds.  Again  in  the  fourth  year,  1922-23,  the 
number  of  birds  was  3,000  and  during  the  fifth  year  3,610  birds  were  represented. 
During  the  five  years  the  number  of  birds  has  more  than  doubled. 

Cost  per  dozen  took  a  very  desirable  trend  during  the  five  years,  for  in 
1919-20  the  cost  per  dozen  (for  feed  only)  was  32-4  cents,  which  has  been  gra- 
dually reduced,  and  in  1923-24  each  dozen  eggs  cost  14-4  cents.  Beyond 
question  the  increase  in  average  production  was  largely  responsible  for  the 
decreased  cost  per  dozen,  but  as  has  already  been  pointed  out,  the  cost  of  feed 
has  also  been  a  factor  in  reducing  the  cost  of  producing  eggs.

SELECTION   OF   CONTEST   PENS 

From  year  to  year  a  marked  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  selection 
of  the  contest  pens.  Breeders  soon  learned  that  the  proper  way  to  send  birds 
to  the  laying  contests  was  to  have  them  just  ready  to  lay  by  November  first, 
and  the  result  has  been  improved  egg  yield  throughout  the  year  and  especially 
in  the  autumn  and  winter  moiths.  In  the  1923-24  laying  contest  there  were 
very  few  undeveloped  pens  wnen  the  contest  started,  and  on  the  other  hand 
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there  were  very  few  pullets  that  were  over-mature  and  in  heavy  lay  with  the 
natural  result — partial  mouit  after  being  in  the  contest  a  few  weeks. 

Another  factor  which  has  assisted  the  breeders  in  no  smail  way  is  the 
assistance  rendered  by  the  Registration  Inspectors.  Matings  were  made  at 
the  proper  time,  using  only  desirab*e  breeders,  chicks  were  hatched  at  the 
proper  season  and  properly  cared  for  during  the  brooding  period  so  that  the 
pullets  were  just  the  proper  age  and  with  the  right  development  to  make  steady 
gains  during  the  summer  months.

THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  PULLET 


Pullets  intenaed  for  contest  pens  should  be  hatched  during  the  most  favour- 
able period  of  the  hatching  season.  They  can  then  develop  into  strong,  healthy 
birds  and  be  able  to  stand  the  strain  of  high  egg  production  which  is  the  inherited 
character  of  well-bred  registered  hens.  Breeders  who  intend  entering  their 
pullets  in  the  laying  contests  should  make  sure  that  the  chicks  receive  only 
the  very  best  feeds  during  the  growing  season,  that  they  are  properly  housed 
so  as  to  give  them  every  chance  possible,  and  as  autumn  approaches  that  the 
birds  are  made  familiar  with  the  feeds  and  feeding  practice  used  in  the  contest. 
Careful  consideration  to  detail  of  this  kind  will  go  a  long  way  in  giving  the 
contest  pen  a  fair  start  on  the  road  to  success. 

It  is  well  known  and  universally  recognized  that  all  pullets  are  not  alike 
and  the  breeder  that  has  sufficient  stock  to  enable  him  to  make  a  careful 
selection  cannot  do  better  than  go  over  them  carefully  before  shipping  them 
to  the  contest.  The  careful  selection  of  a  well-bred  pen  of  bred-to-lay  pullets, 
which  have  been  hatched  at  the  proper  time,  have  received  the  proper  feed 
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and  care  throughout  the  growing  season,  and  have  been  laid  down  at  the  contest 
ready  to  start  laying  the  first  week  in  November,  have  had  more  to  do  with 
high  production  than  is  generally  supposed. 

REGISTERED   BIRDS 

The  growth  of  registration  has  been  gradual  and  constant  and  at  the  present 
time  there  are  1,420  registered  birds  in  Canada.  Of  this  number  269  were 
registered  in  1922,  398  in  1923  and  753  in  1924.  By  provinces  the  birds  are 
distributed  as  follows: —

The  Canadian  National  Poultry  Record  Association  intend  to  issue  a 
record  book  g'ving  the  pedigree  of  each  registered  female.  This  annual  will 
be  the  first  of  its  kind  ever  issued  for  poultry  and  will  give  all  necessary  infor- 
mation about  poultry  registration  as  well  as  the  name  and  address  of  each 
breeder  of  registered  poultry  in  Canada. 


REGISTRATION   QUALIFICATIONS 

The  granting  of  registration  to  poultry  in  Canada  marks  one  of  the  mile- 
stones in  poultry  progress  and  places  Canadian  registered  poultry  in  the  very 
front  rank.  Egg  records  made  in  the  Canadian  National  Egg-Laying  Contests 
are  the  only  ones  recognized  by  the  federal  government  as  being  sufficiently 
accurate  to  warrant  registration  being  given  to  birds  qualifying  for  such  dis- 
tinction. 

Canada  is  the  first  country  to  provide  for  registration  of  poultry  io.  a  national 
way,  and  has  done  so  by  standardizing  her  egg-laying  contests  as  to  make 
them  the  medium  through  which  registration  may  be  obtained.  All  regis- 
tration certificates  are  issued  by  the  Canadian  National  Live  Stock  Records 
Office,  Ottawa. 

Registration  may  be  obtained  as  follows: — 

1.  Females  of  any  of  the  recognized  breeds,  free  from  standard  disqualifi- 
cations and  typical  of  the  breed  they  represent,  providing  they  lay  200  eggs, 
which  weigh  at  least  24  ounces  to  the  dozen,  in  any  of  the  Canadian  National 
Egg-Laying  Contests  as  approved  by  the  federal  Departmnet  of  Agriculture. 

2.  Males,  the  sons  of  registered  females,  which  are  free  from  standard  dis- 
qualifications, typical  of  the  breed,  and  have  passed  inspection  between  the 
age  of  six  and  twelve  months,  providing  their  dams  and  grand-dams  have 
qualified  in  any  of  the  Canadian  National  Egg-Laying  Contests,  and  their 
owners  have  fulfilled  the  necessary  requirements  as  laid  down  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  Canadian  National  Poultry  Record  Association.     Or, — 

3.  Males  that  are  the  sons  of  registered  males  and  registered  females 
(except  first  generation  registered  females)  and  have  passed  inspection  as  to 
constitution,  standard  requirements,  breed  qualifications,  and  the  other  require- 
ments fulfilled  as  laid  down  by  the  said  constitution. 
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It  will  be  noticed  that  females  cannot  be  registered  on  their  ancestry, 
but  on  the  production  basis,  and  then  only  when  they  and  their  owners  have 
fulfilled  the  requirements  as  laid  down  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Canadian 
National  Poultry  Record  Association.  A  male  to  become  eligible  must  have 
been  the  son  and  grandson  of  a  registered  female  and  his  sire  and  grandsire 
must  have  been  approved  male  birds,  or  the  son  of  a  registered  male  and  at 
least  a  second  generation  registered  female.  The  males  to  qualify  must  pass 
inspection  as  to  standard  requirements,  constitutional  vigour,  and  be  worthy 
specimens  of  the  breed  and  variety  they  represent. 

By  such  a  pedigree-system  we  hope  to  be  able  to  place  before  the  buying 
public  male  birds  of  known  ancestry,  giving  such  birds  the  seal  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  as  a  guarantee  that  they  are  approved  birds  and  by  so  doing 
offset  the  uncertainty  which  at  present  exists  in  the  mind  of  the  buyer  as  to 
the  breeding  of  the  bird  for  which  he  may  have  paid  a  high  price.

THE   REGISTERED   MALE   BIRD 


The  first  females  to  be  registered  were  those  qualifying  in  the  1921-22 
laying  contest  and  the  first  males  to  be  registered  will  be  the  grandsons  of  these 
females,  first  available  in  the  autumn  of  1925.  The  method  of  securing  regis- 
tered male  birds  is  gradual,  and  is  believed  to  be  authentic.  The  method 
follows. 

1.  The  females  entered  the  1921-22  laying  contests  and  qualified  by  laying 
200  eggs  or  over  which  were  of  standard  weight.  These  females  were  then 
marked  and  duly  registered. 

2.  The  registered  females  were  then  returned  to  their  owners,  retained 
until  the  following  spring  (1923),  mated  to  an  approved  male  bird  and  the 
progeny  wing-banded  and  carefully  recorded. 

3.  The  pullets  from  these  matings  were  wing-labelled  with  the  Canadian 
National  Poultry  Record  Association  wing-label  after  being  passed  in  October 
1923,  and  entered  in  the  1923-24  egg-laying  contests  as  second-generation 
females. 


4.  All  second-generation  pullets  which  qualified  were  duly  registered  at 
the  close  of  the  1923-24  egg-laying  contests.  (All  pullets  which  failed  to  lay 
the  required  number  of  eggs  were  disqualified,  as  well  as  all  those  which  laid 
the  required  number  of  eggs  provided  such  eggs  graded  less  than  24  ounces 
to  the  dozen.) 

5.  These  second-generation  registered  females  were  mated  in  the  spring 
of  1925  to  approved  males  and  their  male  progeny,  providing  they  pass  inspection, 
will  be  eligible  for  registration. 

All  registered  and  approved  birds  both  in  the  laying  contests  and  on  the 
breeding  plants  must  pass  the  closest  inspection  by  a  federal  Inspector,  and  all 
matings,  pedigree  systems  and  records  must  be  open  for  inspection  to  the  govern- 
ment authorities  at  all  times. 

It  takes  four  years  to  produce  a  registered  male  bird  from  non-registered 
birds  and  the  method  of  securing  them  is  safe-guarded  at  every  turn.  To  such 
cockerels  belongs  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  registered  male  birds,  not 
only  in  Canada  but  in  the  world. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  qualify,  m  the 
immediate  future,  sufficient  registered  male  birds  to  mate  with  the  mass  of 
the  breeding  females  in  Canada,  but  rather  to  secure  a  fair  number  of  really 
high-class  males  to  mate  with  the  females  of  like  breeding. 

The  males  from  this  registered  mating  can  then  be  used  on  farms  having 
trap-nest  records  of  the  females  (Record  of  Performance)  and  the  maies  from 
this  mating  can  then  be  used  to  mate  with  the  farm  flocks  throughout  the 
country.  Such  a  system  should  lead  to  gradual  gradmg-up  of  farm  flocks 
and  ^  is  in  this  way  that  registration  will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  poultry- 
men  of  Canada.
